Most of these 
Indians girls were very interested in learn- 
ing and Mrs. McAffee reports that sev- 
eral years after this teaching, she visited 
one of the girls’ homes and she had just 
made some white bread, which looked very 
nice, and her home was very clean and 
neat. 
She came to Heber at the age of three, 
and is the mother of three children. Mrs. 
McAffee's oldest child, Clara, was. the first 
white girl born in White Rocks.
